Harvest Well Forward 


For the past two weeks the binder

The crops all over are turning out 
better than was expected, and though 
the final result will not be known 
till threshing is completed, yet nearly 
every farmer finds that he needs 
much more binder twine than he had 
computed would be necessary, Asa

Nearly all the dsy land crop is 
ready fot the binder, with the excepe 
tion of late oats, Some of the irri- 
gated crop has been cut,and %4,per 
cent, of the remainder will be ripe by 
the end of the month 

H. Ruppe and some other farmers 
finished cutting wheat at the end of 
last week 

Two months ago, with the contin- 
ued drought, the outlook did not look 
at all hopeful, but now many farmers

Telephone Extensions 


Tne new phone lines which 
have been in process of construct- 
ion north and east of Strathmore 
are now nearing completion, and 
one of them is now operatiag. 

The line which is now 1n oper- 
ation runs from Strathmore to 
Drumheller, and takes in the 
following points; Baintree, 
Tudor, Rockyford, Rediands, 
Rosebud, Beynon, and Horse- 
shoe Coulee 

Tne other line, which is not 
yetcompleted, but which should 
be in operation soon, runs from 
StrathMore to Bassano, and in- 
cludes the following points ; 
Ardenode, Nightingale, Stand- 
ard, Chancellor, Hussar, and 
Makepeace. 

These are all public exchanges, 
and it will only be a matter of a 
short time till there are rural 
lines radiating from each of these 
points, and the towns and villages 
along the line are already putting 
in their local services.

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Economic Phase 
of Irrigation 


Continued from last week 


What method off irrigation shall 
be used ? The best method in gen- 
eral is no doubt by the use of bor- 
ders or checks as in California 
practice. The grading of land for 
this system is very expensive unless 
it lays well in the first place, but 
when once done the irrigation can 
always be carried out quickly and 
economically. Large heads of wa- 
ter can be used to advantage with 
this system of irrigation. 

The next best method of irriga- 
tion is by means of furrows or cor- 
rugations as used in the State of 
Washington. This method should 
always be used for field crops grown 
in rows like potatoes and cin be 
used on hay and grain crops. Land 
can be graded for this method of 
irrigation at much less expense 
than is required for borders, it can 
be used in steeper lands and small 


heads of water can be used just as 
well as large ones except as to 
speed ot irrigating. This method 


of irrigating requires accurate grad- 
ing ot the land in the direction of 
the furrows and the water must be 
divided into streams of proper size. 
The furrows may be from 300 to 
600 feet long and are made by a 
marker or shovel plow, In most 
cases the furrows are made anew 
or cleaned each spring. They will 
carry from 1-50 to 1-10 sec, feet 
ordinarily, 

The third method of irrigation is 
the old reliable flood irrigation from 
field ditches as used in Colorado or 
elsewhere. This method can te 
used on any land, except where it 
is nearly level, all the way from 
very rough land without prepara- 
tion, on up to carefully graded and 
smooth land. On account of its 
wide adaptability, this method will 
always be used extensively and in 
skillful bands on well graded and 
smoothed lands will give results 
quite comparable to the other two 
systems. Land can be well prepar- 
ed for flood irrigation with less 
work than is required for the other 
two systems. A good average head 
to be used with this method of irri- 
gation is about a sec. ft., and an 
experienced man with plenty of 
good ditches will handle two heads 
of water and will cover 19 to 12 
acres in a4 hours. This method of 
irrigation has been used almost en- 
tirely with us and is best adapted to 
present conditions of extensive tar- 
ming and ungraded rough lands. 

Like most other tarm work irri- 
gation should be done at the right 
time in order to produce the desir- 
ed result, The most essential mat- 
ter for economy in irrigation is the 
grading and smoothing of the land. 
No matter what system is used the 
land must be put in shape so that 
an even application of water is prac- 
ticable at a reasonable expense. 
While beneficial results may be ob- 
tained by flooding unprepared land 
where the slopes are favorable and 
plenty of good big ditches are used 
to carry a full head of woter; it 
should be more clearly understood, 
that this is very wasteful of labor 
and water and the water cannot be 
spread evenly so that the best crop 
yields will be had while troubles 


be aggravated. 

It is essential that rough land be 
provided with surface drainage and 
graded to slopes and any land that 
is to be irrigated should always be 
smeothed with the leveller whenev- 
er it has been piowed and is going 
back into crop again. The necess- 
ary grading and construction ot 
head ditches and fumes should be 
regarded as a capital expenditure 
and the cost added tothe value of 
the land, The smoothing and field 
ditching 1s an annual cost like the 
irrigation, and other operations nec- 
essary for any particular crop. For 
example, grading may cost $20,00 
per acre and adds that much to the 
land value and need only return say 
6 % interest per year or $1,a0 per 
acre. 

It is thus clearly evident that such 
an expenditure would pay if it only 
added a little tothe yield and re- 
duced the cost of irrigation slightly 
whereas a substantial gain in both 
respects can be expected. 

In some cases subsoil conditions 
may prevent much grading but the 
eventual gains are such that it pays 
to put the land right and then build 
up the surface soi] unless gravel or 
rock interferes. 

The problems of the preparation 
ot the land is strictly an economic 
one and is of fundameutal import- 
ance. The success of irrigation is 
in many districts, so clearly seen to 
depend on land preparation that no 
attempt is made to irrigate until 
the land has been graded to the 
system desired. 

We have been grading land with 
a four-horse fresno scraper and fin- 
ishing with a 24 ft. leveller. The 


cost Of 17 acres of fairly smooth 


land put into the border system in 
1918 was about $15.00 per acre. 
An adjoining rougher piece has cost 


us about $30 00 to prepare for fur- 
row or flood irrigation, This year 
we are preparing land with a Sprey- 
er Tailboard Scraper imported from 
Nevada by Mr, A. Griffin, Supt. at 
Brooks, The power used was a 
Wallis light tractor. The land was 
finished with a 24 ft. leveller pulled 
by the tractor. The cost of grad- 


ing and smoothing for furrow tor 
flood irrigation was $8 54 per acre. 
This piece of land was about the 


same as the 17 acres prepared fast 


yoar but since it was not put into 
borders one cannot say that the 
machine work was cheaper than 
teams in this case although we 


think under our conditions the 
gine will be most economical
